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STEWARDS VERIFY 
N. Y. "CHASE DATES 


Steeplechasing To Be Run At 
Both Aqueduct And Delaware 


Park Despite Conflict 


The Board of Stewards of the Nat- 
fonal Steeplechase and Hunt Assn., 
met on Thursday, March 2nd., and 
approved the dates for the New York 
State steeplechasing at Belmont. 
Aqueduct and Saratoga as well as in 
Delaware at Delaware Park. Attend- 
ing this meeting were A. C. Bost- 
wick, Charles S. Cheston, Earl S. 
Potter, John Strawbridge, and F. S. 
von Stade. 

Licenses were also granted to six 
Amateur Riders, seven Jockeys and 
twelve Trainers. 

Despite the conflict of dates in 
Aqueduct and in Delaware Park, 
both brush and hurdle races will be 
run at Aqueduct. A suggestion was 
made that some arrangement’ be 
made whereby the _ steeplechasing 
eould be divided between the two 
parks, but this was found impracti- 
cal. It is felt there will be enough 
horses to fill the cards at both 
courses. (Last year it may be recall- 
ed that only hurdle racing was carri- 
ed on during the conflicting session 
of Aqueduct.) 

An amendement directed at ring- 
ers was adopted and awaits the con- 
firmation of the Stewards of next 
meeting. This amended rule follows:

Oleg T. Dubassoff, who has been 
numbered among the more successful 
trainers in the hunt-meeting steeple- 
chase game, has just purchased for 
Emile Pfizer, the good Farndale, a 
four year old, from the Thomas 
Hitcheock stable. By Forerunner— 
Four Fours, this useful gelding car- 
ried the Hitchcock colors to two vic- 
tories last season in five outings. He 
won the Wickson Steeplechase at 
Aqueduct and the Monkton at Pimli- 
co, with the indubitable Mr. Rigan 
McKinney up. 

The new Pfizer ’chaser was beaten 
by little in a Class C. Handicap last 
season at Belmont, when Warner 
Baltazzi’s Ad Lib, winner of the Na- 
tional Cup, turned him back. In his 
only other outing he was fourth. 

Mr. Dubassoff, who has wintered 
with his charges in Aiken, looks for 
great things from the new acquisi- 
tion. Other horses in Mr. Dubassoft’s 
charge include three fine looking 
French two year olds.

Hounds met at the Phipps Brick 
House on Saturday, March 11. The 
usual time of meeting was pushed up 
from noon to 8:30 because of the 
Piedmont Point-to-Point that after- 
noon. With Mr. Harper still laid up 
from his ear trouble, Oliver D. Filley 
was acting Master and this popular 
substitute turned in another top day 
for his many week-end followers. 

A find was made almost immediate- 
ly after Hounds moved off in the 
woods just below the house.

Editorials 


MR. MELLON’S TIMBER COURSE 








The races over timber at Mr. Mellon’s Rokeby Farm at Upperville Satur- 
day provided about as thrilling a spectacle as could be found for jumping 
enthusiasts anywhere outside of the Maryland Hunt Cup. Here were three 
races over natural timber, raced over Blue Grass sod between flags, owners 
and hunters being the competitors. Those who dared an afternoon of sleet, 
wind and rain to see this first race run at Rokeby went home with the satis- 
faction of having seen some great sport. 


What has been the outcome? Various suggestions have been made as to 
the best possible course for this type of racing. The last jump could be fur- 
ther from the finish line, the last jump could be built with a take-off so that 
as horses drove into it as fast as they could lay their feet to the ground, 
there would not be the danger, the difficult jump out of the road which most 
of the riders took at a dangerous angle might be changed, by the addition 
of a flag and an additional sharp turn near the finish might slow up the 
final drive that sent three riders down. The suggestions were helpful ones 
made in the spirit of those well satisfied with the sport they had seen. Noth 
ing but praise for the course, the turf and the whole spirit of the day has 
been heard. The result is a great boost to timber racing, for this day must 
have been very much like the days of the early Maryland Hunt Cup with 
owners riding their hunters. 


The fact of the matter is that the Piedmont Point-to-Point Races were so 
Satisfactory as a racing spectacle that they actually should not be called a 
point-to-point. Spectators got the thrill of their lives watching Gerry Webb 
and Beatty Brown set sail for home over four feet of timber, Mrs. Lucy Linn 
on a side saddle winning by a neck from four other ladies in a driving finish 
that was ten seconds faster than the men, and Crompton Smith going on to 
win after jumping the last fence in a style that sent two horses down beside 
him and made him the possessor of the Rokeby Bowl. The riders themselves 
must have had about as much thrill crowded into that drive over the last 
fence as could be found anywhere in the world. Six in and out jumps out of 
22 fences were cleverly designed to slow the pace. The rails were stout for 
not one was seen to break, the sod provided perfect footing. There will be 
much more heard of the Rokeby Races in years to come it is to be sincerely 
hoped with their excellent conditions for owners, weights and horses, but 
these races have shown the need for clarification on what constitutes a point- 
to-point. 


Hunters were asked to jump over one jump at a pace which they are never 
asked to do on the hunting field It was a break neck dash over that last 
fence in which three people received crumplers. The fact that the rest of 
the course was covered without a fall of any kind proves that good hunters 
were jumping as they are accustomed when hunting. The problem then is 
whether to have point-to-points in which riders do not know the course and 
go from point to point on their own line or to have races such as the ones at 
Rokeby between flags with hunters and owners. The old point-to-point has 
one distinct disadvantage. The course must of necessity be one in which 
spectators cannot see much of the riders. There is not the interest or the 
excitement and this is important if these races are to continue’ to grow be- 
cause point-to-point riders are human and the appreciation of a crowd for a 
job well done is little enough reward for the risk of breaking your neck. If 
the design of the last fence can be made as fool proof as possjble and the 
course laid out like this one at Rokeby, then such races should displace the 
old point-to-point and should do much towards aiding timber racing as this 


is timber racing as it was originally conceived

Irish Point-To-Point- Conditions 
Exclude All Race Horses Over Two 





In that the Point-to-Point season 
has arrived and conditions of vari- 
ous meetings are the subject of con- 
versation in many gatherings here 
in the hunt-country, John A. Rand, 
of Salisbury, Conn., felt that the 
Chronicle would be interested in the 
set up of a typical Irish meeting 
Mr. Rand supplied us with a pro- 
gram of the Thurles & Kilshane Hunt 
Point-to-Point Races, held at Leugh, 
on Wednesday March, 2nd. 1938. 


Mr. Rand took part in this meet- 
ing, and points out the following: 
“The general conditions are on the 
back and the specific conditions are 
over each race. You will notice that 
in the Open Lightwefght race even a 
4 year-old must carry 161 pounds, 
while anything over 5 is obliged to 
carry +75 pounds. In the Open 
Heavyweight, a race which concedes 
allowances, a 4 year-old must carry 

75 pounds, while anything over 5 
years, can’t get away with less than 
189 pounds. Also note that every en- 
try in both these races was at least 


6 years old, so got no allowances.” 


“The meeting was run very effici- 
ently, yet there was a great feeling 





of friendliness among the Stewards 
and contestants and a tumble was 
the occasion for plenty of good-nat- 
ured laughter.” 


General Conditions in regard to 
Riders merely stated: ‘‘Professional 
Riders are excluded from riding at 
the meeting,’ and then: ‘Nobody 
shall be weighed out unless he pro- 
duces at the scales a Certificate to 
the effect that the owner of the 
horse he is riding has subscribed at 
least 3 soverigns to a_ recognized 
Pack of Hounds.”’ In some races the 
specific condition regarding riders 
read: “Subscribers of 3 Pounds to 
the Hunt or children of Subscribers.” 


The Irish conditons regarding 
horses were: “No horse that has won 
a race after the age of two years 
under any recognized Rules of Rac- 
ing or Steeplechase Rule in any coun- 
try is elgible to compete in any 
race.” “A certificate signed by the 
Master, or his nominees, to the ef- 
fect that each runner at this Meeting 
has been regularly hunted during 
the season 1937-38 must be produced

silence to full throated cry and 
Hounds were off. However, this fox 
went to ground within 200 yards and 
the brace found later in Sir Ashley’s 
toyed with Hounds until they wear- 
ied of the fun and vanished.

Scent 
was catchy in the morning so that 
Hounds trailed the fox who went 
away from the race course for 35 
minutes before marking him in.

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He did walk down the back drive, 
sneaked into and through a drain, 
crossed a field, took a few turns in a 
briar hedgerow and turned back to 
his home covert by a scentless rutted 
lane where Hounds lost him.

When Hounds returned to Kennels 
after hunting on Saturday, Feb. 25th, 
the season was officially ended and 
hunting over until next fall. Activities 
at the Kennels continue, however, 
and it seems a good time to report 
not only on the sport of the past sea- 
son but the status of the whole es- 
tablishment in general. 

The cubbing in August and early 

September was carried on in no more 
than the usual dryness and Hounds 
went out four days a week, the dogs 
on Mondays and Thursdays, and the 
bitches on Wednesdays and Satur- 
days. Terrific rains with the famous 
storm arrived around September 20th 
and conditions were good for a while 
with Opening Day falling on October 
lst. Warm weather prevailed through- 
out October and November, but a few 
excellent days made up for those on 
which Hound work was difficult. 
Thanksgiving Day has been described 
elsewhere in a report and following 
it came ten days of inactivity due to 
snow. During this first half of the 
season a successful practice was re- 
vived of having Hounds meet at 6:30 
on Thursdays, so that subscribers who 
wished to could get a few hours with 
Hounds and still go to business after- 
ward. 
The ground was frozen intermit- 
tently until New Years Day when 
ideal conditions prevailed for ten 
days and during this time the sport 
was superb. Then came three weeks 
of snow, the longest period of enfore- 
ed idleness encountered by the Essex 
in many years. The remaining three 
weeks, however, were open and sport 
was of the very best, with an after- 
noon for almost every day providing 
brilliant runs. 











The season was unusually short on 
account of weather conditions, there 
being 88 days in all, but the quality 
of the huntingswas so much above par 
that it may still be considered one of 
Essex’s best. 


I do not feel qualified to express 
the enthusiasm of everyone over their 
new Joint Master, Mr. Anderson Fow- 
ler. He fits the job perfectly and is 
carrying on the breeding plans, so 
ably started by his predecessor Mr. 
Brady, with intelligence and interest 
that should insure in a few years a 
truly great pack. 


There are now 65 couple of Hounds 
in kennel not including the litters 
whelped this year. Twenty-two couple 
are unentered and will put on next 
fall, so that there already has been 


an opportunity to draft some Hounds 
used this year which for one reason 
or another are no longer needed. Al- 
though Hounds are being bred with 
hunting ability the entire aim, it 
is gratifying to announce that at the 
New York Hound Show where a re- 
cord entry of American Hounds were 
exhibited in 16 classes, the Essex won 
the first prize in ten classes, second 
prize in six classes and third prize 
in two. This included Champion Dog 
Hound, Reserve Champion Bitch, and 
Helmet ‘37 was again judged best 
American Hound in the Show. Every 
prize won by the Essex, except the 
second prize to Trueboy ‘32 in the 
Stallion Hound class, was won by 
Hounds bred by the Essex.
